When Russia provoked a quarrel with 
tliat Power, for the purpose of destroying 
independence, usurping a protectorate ovei 
large class of its citizens, and facilitating 
own traditional policy of empire-extension 
the Mediterranean, the American People w< 
unanimous in condemnation of its course, and 
severely blamed the Cabinets of England and 
Prance for delaying active interposition 
half of Turkey. 

Up to that point, or rather to the declaration 
of war by the Allies, public opinion 
United States was strong and united against 
the Czar. 

But, what a change has taken place within 
twelve- months 1 The press of the Southern 
States, so far as it expresses any opinion, 
arrayed on the side of Russia. Many of the 
influential newspapers at the North lean 
the same way. American adventurers seek 
employment in the Russian service. American 
tourists are filled with admiration of Russian 
power. American letter-writers abroad cram 
the columns of our press with cunning apolo¬ 
gies for Russian aggression. It would seem as 
if Russia had organized a regular system of 
agencies for so perverting the public opinion 
of this country, as to make it the ally of ' 
gantie scheme of aggrandizement. 

This process of perversion began i.. „„„ 
South. Russian Serfdom and American Sla¬ 
very are identical in principle. Russia has 
never manifested any repugnance to the “ pecu¬ 
liar institution” of the slave States, but, in an 
act of arbitration many years ago, recognised 
its claims. The Anti-Slavery Idea has no foot¬ 
hold within its bounds; it has never done 
» uttered a word which could he construed 
au offence against the Slave Interest; 
ao Colonies in our neighborhood in which 
to try the system of free labor. England and 
France, on the other hand, have rid themselves 
of Serfdom at home, and Slavery in their Col- 
1 , and stand committed to the Anti-Slavery 
Idea: nor have their Governments or People 
been at p.ains to conceal their aversion to Sla¬

Hence, the Slave Interest regards Russia 
its natural ally, England and France, as 
natural enemies. It does not apprehend bel¬ 
ligerent action on their part, but the weight 
of their moral position is all against it. Be¬ 
sides, they have large interests in this hemis¬ 
phere, which are essentially identified with 
Free Labor. No one dreams that either would 
adopt, coercive measures to bring about eman¬ 
cipation in Cuba, but whatever peaceful influ- 
l be exerted to promote that object, 
mce gratify popular opinion in both 
countries, and subserve their colonial interests; 
nor is it to be supposed that, they would suffer, 
without something more than a protest, any 
violent attempt to perpetuate Slavery in Cuba, 
by wresting it from Spain, their ally. 

These circumstances fully explain the hos¬ 
tility of the Southern Press to the Cause of the 
Allies, and its sympathy with Russia. Their 
success would not be auspicious to the scheme of | 

Slavery Propagandism, cherished in the South ; 
their humiliation would favor it. Russian Des¬ 
potism and the Slave Interest, their common 
enemies prostrate, might then march on, pari 
passu, dividing the world between them. 

But the policy of the Slave Interest finds 
echo in the Federal Administration. In the 
councils of this it infuses its own ideas of for¬ 
eign policy. It demands Cuba, and the Ad¬ 
ministration goes to the brink of war in p 
suit of it. Full employment for the Allies .„ 
the East, and the success of Russia, will fur¬ 
ther this object; and directly throughout the 
country the partisan supporters of the Admin¬ 
istration set to work to alienate American sym -1 
pathy from the Allies, by harping upon their ' berS| 
selfishness, their hostility to the popular cause 
in Europe, the absurdity of their diplomacy, 
the imbecility of their war operations; and to 
inspire sympathy with Russia, by representing 
her as acting on the defensive, by studiously I noxious 
keeping out of sight her standing war on Lib¬ 
eral Ideas and Institutions, and by pointing to 
her long standing friendship for this'nation. 

Now, no one who understands the wide¬ 
spread influence of the Slave Interest, how it 
controls the Press in the South, shapes the 
policy of the Federal Power, and through its 
patronage, and the associations of party and 
trade, modifies the tone of a large portion of 
the press in the free States, will be at a loss 
to account for much of the change in relation 
to the Eastern War, wrought in the public 
opinion of this country in a single year. 

These remarks, although suggested by the 
extract we make from the New York Tribune 
are not intended for that paper. Its position 
ou the Russian Question is an anomaly-—not 
at all in accordance with the general spirit 
and principles of that paper. No. one can 
doubt the sincerity of its hatred of Slavery, and 
Its devotion to the popular cause. Its hostility 
to the Allies, its apparent sympathy with Rus¬ 
sia, cannot spring ftom.the ideas and motives 
that govern the Pro-Slavery press, or a servile 
Administration. It may indeed disclaim such 
sympathy, and with truth, SO far as the great 
majority of its stockholders ar.e concerned— 

that the general tone and tenor of its edit¬ 
orials on the 8vince profound hostility to 
England and France, and a p'toively friendly 
feeling towards Russia, no one who has read 


The foreign writers who do missionary work 
for Russia through the columns of the Tribune, 
cannot make common sense people believe 
that England, with its Constitution, its habeas 


cenpus, its jury trial, its suffrage, its fi-ee press, 


and free religion, or even Louis Napoli 
reigns only by the sufferance of the French 
People, and because he conforms himself in 
the main to their just expectations, is as dan¬ 
gerous a foe to the Masses of Europe, or to 
Liberal Ideas, as Russia, whose Czar wields 
the power of sixty millions of subjects, all look¬ 
ing up to him as Divinely appointed to univer¬ 
sal empire, and who respects the sovereignty of 
the minor Governments of Europe, only when 
they can be used to repress revolutionary 
movements. 

We know that France, with the gigantic 
power of Russia confronting her in the East, 
and ocean-bound England commanding her 
coasts, can never become the mistress of Eu¬ 
rope ; and no one dreams of universal empire 
for England. Say what we may, of the aris¬ 
tocratic abuses of the one, or the Napoleonic 
usurpation of the other, both countries, despite 
all forms of Government, all accidents of ad¬ 
ministration, must continue to be perennial 
fountains of Liberal IdeaB and Progressive 
Movements—for their essential civilization is 
ivolutionary; it derives its origin, its sanc- 
ons, its vitality, from Revolution. 

When Russia shall have turned its energies 
from outward aggression to inward develop¬ 
ment, and her People shall have become hu¬ 
manized enough to assert their individuality 
against the Master that now controls them 
unit, compelling him to reign as their s 
vant, instead of voluntarily submitting to sei 
as his menials, it will be time enough to solicit 
American sympathy for Russian civilization 
and power. 

We do not ask the Tribune to sympathize 
with England or France, to beoome a partisan 
of the Allies in their struggle against Russia— 
it may think that the contest is one of ambi¬ 
tious, of selfish interests, but why should'its 
columns, so nobly devoted to: the interests of 
the Masses in this country, he used by perverse 
foreign theorists, to debauch public sentiment 
with pro-Russian ideas, and teach the Ameri- 
People to regard with complacency, if not 
positive approbation, the most gigantic and dan¬ 
gerous Despotism of the age.

“ 2. The next five sections, and from the 
eighteenth to the twenty-first, inclusive, are for 
the purpose of securing the right of trial by 
jury, as well as of the writs of habeas corpus 
and of personal replevin. 

“ 3. The seventh and eighth sections are in¬ 
tended to punish by fine and imprisonment all 
those who shall he instrumental in transmuting 
a freeman into a slave, whether by sending into 
slavery any man who has always been free, or 
by returning one who has escaped, either to a 
person other than the slave-master from whom 
he escaped, or to any one to whom his ‘ service 
or labor ’ is not ‘ due; ’ and to enable the al¬ 
leged slave who is injured by such unjust rendi¬ 
tion to recover damages therefor. 

“ 4. The ninth, thirteenth, and fourteenth 
sections are for the purpose of prohibiting 
Massachusetts officials of every kind from acting 
at all for the return of alleged slaves. ° 

“5. The tenth, eleventh, and twelfth sections 
deprive of all State offices the man who grants 
a certificate for the return of an alleged slave, 
and the attorney who acts as counsel for the 
claimant, incapeitating the former from there¬ 
after holding any office of trust, honor, or profit, 
under the laws of the Commonwealth, and the 
latter from thereafter, practicing in the courts 
of the State. 


6. The fifteenth and sixteenth sections, at 
_ same time that they provide commissioners 
for the defence of the alleged slave, expressly 
'allow any volunteer attorney whose services 
desired by the defendant to act in the case. 

■“ 7. The Fugitive Slave Act having been de¬ 
clared at once unconstitutional and unchristian 
by the resolutions of the present Legislature, 
sanctioned by the Governor and Council, the 
seventeenth section is to prevent the use of the 
State prisons and jails for the imprisonment of 


those who disobey its provisions.’

“ Chicago, May 18, 1855. 

Mr. George Park, late of the Parkville Lu - 
mmary, publishes a long letter in the St. 
Louis Democrat, in which he says that String- 
fellow and Atchison have organized a secret 
Association, which are sworn to turn out and 
fight when called upon to do so, and which m to 
be governed by the following rules. All belong¬ 
ing to it are to share in the damages accruing 
to any member when proscribed, even at the 
price of disunion. All are to act secretly to 
destroy the business and character of Northern 
men; and all dissenting from their doctrines 
are to be expelled from the Territory. Western 
Missouri is to be held in constant terfor. All 
V Whig and Benton presses are to be destroy- 


and sustenance, will here take up their line of 
march to their new homes on those boundless 
prairies, so productive in all the requirements 
of civilization.” 

We learn, however, that Kansas City, 
comes within the scheme of the Nullifiers, and 
that they intend to mob those in’ that place 
who show friendship to the emigrants. 

We apprehend that some emigrants may be 
turned back by these demonstrations : but the 
danger in the distance looks more threatening 
than it really is. We do not believe the ma¬

The Fugitive Slave Act is unconstitutional 
and flagitious — odious and oppressive, espe¬ 
cially to the Free States. They cannot acqui¬ 
esce in it, and they ought not; still, if by the 
exercise of their reserved rights they can coun¬ 
teract this usurpation, without resort to vio¬ 
lence, let them do so; Some of them have al¬ 
ready attempted this: the Personal Liberty 
Bill of Massachusetts, so rudely assailed by the 
Intelligencer, is designed, not to interpose any 
forcible resistance to the execution of the Fu.

_ So far as the Nullifiers confine their opera¬ 
tions to Missouri, the President of course has 
no right to interfere. If anarchy exist in any 
part of the State, let the State Authorities put 
it down—and if they cannot or will not, let 
the assailed citizens protect themselves, meet 
organization by organization, arms by arms. 

The Benton men and the Free-Soilers, threat¬ 
ened by these Nullifiers, know how to take care 
of themselves, and Stringfellew & Co. may find 
themselves in some difficulty, if they attempt to 
execute their insane threats. 

So far as their plans embrace Kansas, the 
President could interpose, peacefully, but effect¬ 
ually, if he had the courage. He could dismiss 
from office the Chief Justice of the Territory, 
who has indecently made himself conspicuous on 
the side of the Nullifiers. He could withdraw the ' thee 
printing patronage from the Nullifying prints, 
such as the Western Argus, Squatter Sovereign, 

Ac., which now fatten upon it. Aye—and he 
could remove Governor Reeder, who has made 
himself obnoxious on account of land specula¬ 
tions, and has failed to muster the militia of 
the Territory for the protection of Territorial 
rights. All this he could do, and if Jefferson 
Davis said nay, he could boldly announce that i 
one should be a member of his Cabinet, who 
not in favor of fairly and honestly carrying out 
the provisions of the Organic Law of the Terri¬ 
tory, empowering the actual settlers to deter¬ 
mine their own institutions. All this he has 
left undone. Whatever he may have spoken to 
Governor Reeder in private, he is guilty of 
practically aiding and. abetting the Atchison 
Nullifiers. Jefferson Davis confronts and 
timidates him. Common report makes the 
Secretary the ally of the Nullifiers, and there 
nothing in his antecedents to discredit it. 

This is not all that the President could do. 

On application of the Governor of the Territory, 
to protect it from domestic violence or inva¬ 
sion, he could put a detachment of United 
States troops in motion, to protect the Territo¬ 
rial Government. Why did not the Governor 
make the application when such aid was need¬ 
ed ? Why did he order an election to fill vacan- 
his absence, without making provision 
against the recurrence of the fraud and violence 
which he must have known would he repeated ? 

Why has he not called upon the People of the 
Territory themselves to organize for the protec¬ 
tion of their own liberties ? 

speak plainly. The President is over¬ 
awed, and will not act. Governor Reeder has 
backbone. What, then, is to be done? 

Colonel Kinney’s peaceful colonists propose to 
carry arms with them, not, it is Said, for pur¬ 
poses of aggression, but protection against vio¬ 
lence. Bands of colonists for Oregon always 
arm themselves. Let the peaceful cultivators 
who go to Kansas, carry their rifles as well as 
axes with them, and organize in companies, 
prepared to vindicate their right of colonization, 
as American citizens, anywhere upon American 
soil. If not prepared for this, let them stay at 
home, and acknowledge to themselves and the 
world, that they have at last found masters to 
determine the metes and bounds of their habi¬ 
tations. As to the settlers in Kansas, have 
they no man, no leader, among them ? Will 
they permit a gang of foreign. Nullifiers to pull 
down their'presses, and drive them from their 
possessions? They number now many thou¬ 
sands. Let them look to themselves—what 
they want is, organization. Through this, they 
will be able to do their own voting, and their 
fighting, if necessary—but, let it be once 
understood, that they stand, organized and 
prepared to defend their rights under the Con¬ 
stitution, and soon, an end will be put to the 
reign of terror. We do not invoke civil war- 
deprecate any movement tending to pro¬ 
voke it; and therefore we abhor the lawless 
conduct of the Nullifiers in Western Missouri. 

But, no American citizen should yield his 
rights under menace: resistance to tyrants, 
crowned or uncrowned, is obedience to God. 

The Herald of Freedom, published at Law¬ 
rence, is neither despondent nor faint-hearted. 

In its last issue, it says : 

“ It is virtually an impossibility for slavehold¬ 
ers to get a foothold here. The actual residents 
have a majority of three to one against Slavery, 
and this number they can maintain. A few 
weak-hearted persons may leave the Territory, 1 
but thousands who have the ring of true steel 
in their Composition will come in to take their 
places. _ Laws made by Missourians will have 
no binding force on the people of Kansas; and 
as for slave laws, the next Congress will throw 
restrictions around any enactments passed in 
violation of popular sovereignty, which will make 
them inoperative. 

“No intelligent body of men, whether North¬ 
ern or Southern, can sustain the recent course 
pursued by those who robbed us of our legal 
rights a few weeks ago. 

“ The recent election has not, and will not, 
encourage Southern emigration. We have in¬ 
formation from points all along the border, and 
we are assured that there has been no importa¬ 
tion of slaves, with the exception of a few at the 
Shawnee Mission, whilst others have been sold, 
leaving but a very slight actual increase. 

“ The Legislature may attempt to legalize the 
institution, and will probably pass a law in its 
favor over the Executive veto; but what of that? 

It is like any other law not sustained by the 
popular will, and it will give no confidence to 
slaveholders; on the contrary, they will not 
feel like bringing their chattels where there is 
the remotest probability of their coming in con¬ 
tact with the friends of Freedom. Slaves are 
held by the law of might. The moment they 
ifqrmed they long for liberty, and labor to 
e it. The master knows this, and hence 
his anxiety to expel from the soil those who 
erected the monument at Bunker Hill in com¬ 
memoration of the actions of their ancestors. 

But, before our people shall leave the plains of 
Kansas, an event will occur, which posterity 
will bo as proud of as were those who listened 
to Webster’s great speech, on the laying qf the 
corner-stone of that stupendous pile of masonry 
-ear Boston, 

“But the?e is nnqther fact which will tell 
powerfully against Slavery in Kansas; and that 
is, the impossibility of procuring a sufficient 
quantity^ real estate.

Notwithstanding the constant boastings by 
the champions of Slavery of the kind indulgence 
extended to the negro race in slaveholding 
communities, how uniformly do facts disprove 
the truth of such boastings, and hold' up to 
scorn the heartless exercise of power by the 
fearful and consequently cruel Oppressors of 
their fellow men. We, a few weeks since, cop¬ 
ied from newspapers of this city an account of 
the arrest of a dozen or more negro men who 
had, as was proved, assembled in a room at 
night, (the only time they probably could have 
taken,) for the purpose of raising a sufficient 
fund, out of their own means, in good part, to 
purchase the freedom of a young woman whom 
they wished to befriend; and of their being de¬ 
tained in the watch-house all night, and in the 
morning compelled to pay, to the Corporation 
of Washington, fines exceeding, in - the aggre¬ 
gate the amount of the fund they had collected 
for the noble purpose they had in view! We 
now ask the attention of onr readers to another 
instance of municipal magnanimity in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, this “neutral ground” over 
which the General Government has entire con¬ 
trol. The Georgetown reporter or correspond¬ 
ent of the Washington “Star," (some of whose 
phrases we italicise,) on the 11th instant, wrote 
i follows: 

“ Georgetown, May 11, 1835. 

A scene of confosion and uproar occurred 
last mght, about 10 o clock, in and about For¬ 
rest Hall, which is, so far as our knowledge 
extends, without a parallel in the history of 
Georgetown. It appears that a party of col- 
ored persons had rented (through "a white

A magnificent supper for 
the occasion had been prepared, and the guests 
in great numbers, assembled; but to then- 
great horror and dismay, just as tliev were 
about to enter into the festivities of the occa- 
cry was heard, ‘the Philistines be upon 
and lo! some two to three hundred 
white persons, mostly youths and boys, from 
different parts of the town, entered the build- 
j m ° lls hed the crockery, glass, Ac de-

and the surest way to prevent a recurrence of 
them in the future will be to refuse permits for 
any more.

The Washington “Organ” also contains a 
statement of the affair, as follows: 

“Quite a breeze was created among the in- 
habitants of our sister city, upon the news being 
told them that a party of colored individuals 
were to give a ball in Forrest Hall last night 
j-oii w °*‘white people entered the 

hall before the time for the gaiety to commence, 
and destroyed the refreshments and other ar- 
rangements and dishes, and caused a general 
stampede among the blacks. A meeting then 
assembled, of citizens, and passed a resolution 
denunciatory of a white man named Richard 
I runnel, who hired the hall of Mr. Forrest for 
toe negroes. 

“Three colored women, belonging to Mr. G. 
Ridgely, who were on an errand, were met by 
the crowd, and were most unmercifully beaten, 
being suspected of intending to go to the ball/’ 

How the municipal authorities, who gave the 
permit to the negroes, but dared not protect them 
in the enjoyment of it, have sustained them¬ 
selves after performing an act which the laws 
authorize them to perform, we know not. The 
owner of the hall (who, we think, is a Northern 
man,) has been compelled to exonerate himself 
by showing that he rented it in ignorance of the 
fact that persons of color were to occupy it in the 
enjoyment of a ball and festival, gotten up at 
their own expense, and by the special permis¬ 
sion of the municipal authorities, and which 
would no doubt have been conducted with quite 
as much propriety as any entertainment of like 
character, in which the most refined of the 
white population of either Georgetown or Wash¬ 
ington have participated during the past season. 
The greatest regal tyrants the world has ever 
seen, have usually desired to see the masses of 
the people forgetting their political oppression 
in songs, and dances, and festivity, even com¬ 
manding them to sing the Songs of Zion ; but 
the oppression of American Slavery is so fear¬ 
ful and malignant in its nature, that the slave, 
in the evening hour, when the labors of the day 
are past, may not feast upon the good things 
he has bought, nor dance, nor he joyous, but 
must crouch before the jealous and tyrannical 
mob who rush in upon him, “ demolish the 
crockery, glass, Ac., destroy the viands, cause 
the frightened guests to flee in every direction,” 
and beat women “unmercifully” whom they 
suspect of intending to go to the ball I 

How long will this Republic be disgraced by 
the commission of such deeds, even at the very 
portals of its Capitol ? 

An advertisement in the Washington Star 
contains the following passages: 

“ When the company had assembled, and 
were about to commence their entertainment a 
large number of white persons thrust themselves 
into the rooms, insulted the women, beat the 
men, and carried off the eatables and devoured 
them more like wild beasts than civilized beings. 
Some of the women, to avoid insult, locked 
themselves up in a room; but the assailants 
awaited without for two hours, until they made 
their appearance, when was renewed the work 
of assault. The screams of these poor creatures 
were indeed terrible, and arronsed many a fam¬ 
ily from their peaceful slumbers. During the 
first part of this occurrence (and nearly through¬ 
out) I observed a watchman, with his mace 
standing quietly looking on, apparently enjoy¬ 
ing the fun as much as the disturbers of the 
peace.

I have already shown that Slavery is urcou- 
stitutional, and ought to be abolished by the 
Federal Government, as the only means of se¬ 
curing the declared objects of the Constitution, 
as set forth in the Preamble. I have also 
quoted three specific provisions of the Constitu¬ 
tion, which are, severally, equivalent to a pro¬ 
hibition of Slavery, viz: the clauses forbidding 
the deprivation of “liberty without dne process 
of law,” securing the privileges of “the writ of 
habeas corpus,” and exemption from “ unrea¬ 
sonable searches and seizures.” 

Each of these inhibitions forbids Slavery, 
whether under State or National jurisdiction.

A small diminution in the quantity of oxygen 
contained in the air favors the development of 
the higher faculties and the finer feelings of the 
mind. 

The air contains less oxygen at the present 
time than during geological periods, and it was 
the slow removal of this gas from the atmos¬ 
phere, that prepared the way for the introduc¬ 
tion of man and the highly organized animals 
on the earth. 

In rooms warmed by fireplaces, the air is 
slightly deoxidated ; and this increases mental 
vigor, rendering study more profitable in winter; 
but in closed stoves fuel burns without materi¬ 
ally altering the composition of the'external 
air, and therefore without invigorating the 

Cold regions, abounding in fuel, are favorable 
for mental action, while barbarism maintains 
.its ground among tribes who use no fuel to 
warm their apartments, or no glass to exclude 
the external air. Civilization deserted Assyria, 
Persia, and other places, as soon as their for¬ 
ests were exhausted. 

Great advantages might be derived from the 
use of a kind of fuel which would burn without 
producing deleterious gases. 

The waste of oxygen in the atmosphere still 
continues; and accordingly, if man’s physical 
powers withstand the change, civilization will 
in course of time reign over the whole earth.

" No State shall pass any bill of attainder, 
or ex post facto law, or law impairing the obli¬ 
gation of contracts, or grant any title of nobil¬ 
ity.”— Art. I, Sec. 10, Clause 1. 

Here are several distinct prohibitions. We 
have now to do with the first, which forbids the 
States to pass “any hill of attainder.” 

And what is a bill of attainder ? What is its 
effect ? And why is it prohibited in the Con¬ 
stitution? 

An attainder is that which attaints or cor¬ 
rupts the blood—which disfranchises, disinher¬ 
its, degrades, or works a deprivation of civil, 
personal, or political rights—especially which 
does this to the child, on account of the act, 
condition, or disability of the parent. Its effect 
is to establish or to perpetuate hereditary distinc¬ 
tions, depriving the attainted class or race of 
the rights and immunities which would other¬ 
wise he accorded to them. It institutes, in 
society, an inferior caste, from the injurious 
operations of which its victims have no means 
of extricating themselves, and above which 
they are unable, by any laudable exertions, to 
rise. A bill or act of attainder is a statute im¬ 
posing such disabilities and establishing such 
distinctions.* 

It was forbidden in the Constitution, because 
it was deemed anti-republican and unjust, and 
because its injustice and its manifold mischiefs 
in the old world had long been a subject of 
lamentation and complaint. The feudal sys¬ 
tem had bcen.a perpetual attainder of the blood 
of the villein or serf, forbidding him or his pos¬ 
terity to rise above that condition. Despotic 
Governments had also been in the habit of 
passing bills of attainder against the persons 
and families of those obnoxious to them, for 
alleged political offqnces, particularly for the 
imputation of treason. The rising civilization 
of Western Europe had, already, for the most 
part, displaced the attainder of the feudal sys¬ 
tem, and was urging the alleviations since 
realized in England, in respect to treason, lim¬ 
iting the consequences of attainder to the life 
of the person attainted.— Vide Act of 3-4 
William IV. It was in the same spirit of lib¬ 
erality and progress that the Federal Constitu¬ 
tion provided as follows: 

“ The Congress shall have power to declare 
the punishment of treason, but no attainder of 
treason shall work corruption of blood, or for¬ 
feiture, except during the life of the person at¬ 
tainted.”— Art. Ill, Sec. 3, Clause 1. 

With such a restriction upon Congress, even 
in respect to the punishment of treason, it 
would have been strangely incongruous to 
have left the States at liberty to pass bills of 
attainder, without the imputation of any crime; 
to attaint whole races of men, the mqsses of 
the laboring population, in half of the States. 
The spirit, as well as the letter of the Constitu¬ 
tion forbids it. 

It is not to he presumed that the able civil¬ 
ians and jurists in the Federal Convention did 
not know what they were doing, when they for¬ 
bade the States to pass any bills of attainder; 
nor that they used words so carelessly as to in¬ 
clude, in terms, a prohibition of Slavery in the 
States by State enactments, and without ma¬ 
king any limitations or exceptions that should 
have saved the cherished “institution” of ser¬ 
vile “attainder,” if they had intended to screen 
it. The common, but unfounded pretence, that 
the slaveholders, at that period, were so jealous 
for the security of their “ institution," (which 
had no legal existence!) that they would not 
have come into the Union, without a “ compro¬ 
mise” and a “guaranty” on the subject, is a 
pretence that contrasts ludicrously with the 
fact before us, that they allowed such a restric-. 
tion Upon “ State Rights” to appear in the Con¬ 
stitution, without the least semblance of any 
exception or qualification at all. Were there 
any grounds for those pretensions, the Consti¬ 
tution should have read: “ No State shall pass 
any hill of attainder, except that of toe African 
race.” or “ excent that of slaves! ” '

An ex post facto law is a law so framed as to 
have a retrospective operation, affecting events 
and transactions. 

It may also be said, that if (as I have main¬ 
tained and proved) there are no positive laws 
in the slave States instituting the relation of 
master and slave, or creating Slavery, then no 
slave State has been guilty of “ granting a title 
of nobility,” and violating the Federal Constitu¬ 
tion in this particular. 

I answer, that, although the State Govern¬ 
ments have no positive law establishing an or¬ 
der of nobility, they nevertheless tolerate an 
order of nobility among them against law. Not 
only so, the official administrators of the State 
Governments at the Southj not only permit
